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Find Bodies of 
4 Missionaries 
Slam in Ecuador 


Mutilation by 
Indians Makes 
Identity Impossible 


QUITO, Ecuador rtPU-The bodies 
of four massacred American mis­ 
sionaries have been found in the 
“ green hell” jungles of eastern 
Ecuador, and there is only a “re­ 
mote chance*’ that a fifth survived 
a savage Indian attack, it was re­ 
ported today. 
An 
unconfirmed 
radio 
report 
from the jungle said at least one 
of the slain men had been decapi­ 
tated — recalling the Auca Indians’ 
grisly practice 
of shrinking the 
heads of their victims. 
Only one of the m urdered mis­ 
sionaries has been positively iden­ 
tified so far — Nathaniel Saint, of 
Fullerton, Calif,, the only member 
of the party who was wearing 
khaki clothing. Mutilation made it 
impossible to identify the other 
three bodies. 
The men who flew into the jungle 
with Saint Sunday were T. Edward 
McCully Jr., of Wauwatosa, Wis.; 
Roger Youdarin of Billings, Mont. ; 
P eter Fleming 
of 
Seattle, 
and 
Jam es Elliott of Portland, Ore. 
A U. S. Air Force helicopter 
piloted by Maj. Malcolm L. Nurn- 
berg sighted the four bodies Thurs­ 
day in shallow water along the 
banks of the rain-swollen Curacay 
River. 
Abraham Vanderpoint, an offi­ 
cial of the Protestant mission that 
sent the five men to convert the 
Aucas, reported by radio from the 
jungle that “there is a remote 
chance the fifth missionary is still 
alive, but hope is fading with the 
passage of tim e.” 
Two., men sighted early Thurs­ 
day near the scene of the m as­ 
sacre and tentatively identified as 
survivors turned out later to be 
friendly Jibaro Indians who guided 
searchers to the missionaries’ ra ­ 
dio set. 
Meanwhile, examination of the 
reports prepared by the mission­ 
aries before their last, fatal trip 
into the jungle indicated they prob­ 
ably were slain by Aucas they had 
not met on previous trips. 
The five men had established 
friendly relations with the Indians 
who lived near the river beach. 
They had won the Indians’ confi­ 
dence to such an extent that a few 
of the bolder savages came close 
enough to shake hands, and one 
even went for a short hop in the 
mission plane. 
“The Indian gave yells of hap­ 
piness while in the air,’’ Saint said 
in his report of tile day’s activities. 
A week ago today, the mission­ 
aries set up a prefabricated hut 
on the river bank without drawing 
any protest from the Indians. 
On Sunday disaster struck, and 
the last report radioed by Saint 
indicated it was the result of the 
arrival of strangers on the scene. 
“ Here come some Indians we 
have not met before,” he said. 
“ Everything OK. Will contact you 
again at 4:30 p. rn.”

Red Police Fire 
At British Group 
On Berlin Border 


BERLIN (W—Communist police 
fired six warning shots over the 
head of British soldiers today in 
an unsuccessful attempt to prevent 
a British repair crew from remov­ 
ing a wrecked military police jeep 
from the East-West border. 
Maj. Gen. R. A. Cottrell Hill, 
Berlin’s British commandant, im ­ 
mediately protested the action to 
Maj. Gen. P. A. Dibrova, Berlin’s 
Soviet commandant. 
No casualties were reported in 
the incident. But the 25 Communist 
“peoples police” involved allowed 
the British to remove the jeep only 
after the British rushed 50 armed 
soldiers to the scene on the double 
and after a Soviet officer interven­ 
ed.A British sopkesman praised the 
behavior of the Soviet officer 
The incident occurred when a 
British patrol jeep carrying three 
military policemen crashed against 
a tree on the border of the British 
and Soviet sectors of Berlin. The 
jeep came to a halt with its front 
wheels in West Berlin territory 
and its back wheels in the Soviet 
zone, West German police reported. 
Police said the Communist bor­ 
der guards did not interfere wh«» 
rescue teams pulled the injured 
military policemen from Hie jeep 
to gist them to a hospital. But they 
threatened other British soldiers 
with their carbines when they at­ 
tempted to remove the jeep.
